In a statement given out Wednes- 
day, Dr. W. B. Duvall, alderman from 
the first ward, attacked the city con- 
stuction department, scoring it as the 
“Gestruction” ceparment. 

The alderman charged the depart- 

- ment with genera! inefficiency and 
with having failed utterly to carry 
out improvement work which coun- 
cil authorized out of the streets’ or- 
dinary fund in the first ward. 


“People over the city are getting 
tired of the ineffigiency, idleness and 
dilly-dallying in that department. They “ 
are beginning to call it the destruction 
department,” he declared. 

H. L. Collier, chief of construc- 
tion, and Max R. Hall, assistant chief, 
replied to the alderman’s charges. 
They srid the unusual spell of rainy 
weather since January 1 has seriously 
impeded paving and repair work. They 
denied that the first ward has not re- 
ceived its proportionate share of the 
construction department’s attention. 

Loitering Is Charged. 

Alderman Duvall asserted that the 
construction department loitered about 
last year and failed to apply the street 
and sidewalk repair fund set aside in 
the finance sheet, although the ward 
was suffering from deep holes in its 
streets. 

He said the finance committee, 

when i* de up the June budget 
this year, fook the unexpended bal- 
ance of $250 and “poured it back 
in the .jug,” and he had considera- 
ble trouble getting it out again. 
‘ “The year is nearly six ménths 
gone,” the alderman stated, “and the 
“™.construction department hasn’t done 
' more than three days’ work in my 
ward this year.’ 

s Chief Collier said: “We have given 
the first ward its pro rata share of 
improvements, as far as the weather 
would permit. We have been fear- 
fully handicapped by the constant 
rains. We have large numbers’ of 
projects clamoring for attention at the 
same time. If the alderman will 
just be a little patient his ward will 
receive its full share of our efforts.” 

Mr. Hall made a similar statement, 
with the added explanation that it 
is a difficult matter to try speeding 
work in rainy weather by putting 
on extra forces, since 20 crews would 
be brought to the same standstill us 
one would be

chief. | 

One measure requires the depart- 
ment to complete within eaht weeks 
any job of repair werk ‘ordered by 
council. 

The second measure requires the 
chief of construction to furnish any 
member of council, within 30 davs 
from request, with’ an estimate of the 
cost of any proposed repairing of 
streets, sidewalks or other public 
work. 

The third measure directs the con- 
struction chief to file at the first 
meeting of the council each year, an 
itemized list of all public work be- 
gun the previous year and brought 
over into the new year, where the 
money comes out of the streets or- 
dinary funds. 

Mr. Hall said that the itemized 
list called for is already furnished 
the council] at the beginning of each 
new year. He declared that it is 
easy to furnish estimates on 30 dave’ 
notice, and it is being done now. He 
stated that completion of renair work 
within a time limit of eight weeks 
would necessarily depend on thej 
weather.

Announcement by Ernest G. 
Bentley, a member of the Fulton 
county delegation in the general 
assembly, that he will oppose legis- 
lative enactment of the charter 
amendments recently initiated by 
vote of the electors of Atlanta, indi- 
cates a lack of appreciation, on his 
part, of the duty of a representa- 


tive of the people. 
” 
In a public statement Represent- 


ative Bentley is quoted as having 
said that when the proposals to 
abolish the police board and to re- 
organize the board of school com- 
missioners are presented to the 
legislature he will fight them, ap- 
parently ignoring or losing sight 
of the ‘facts, first, that a majority 
of the participants in the recent 
charter election approved those. 
proposed amendments to the char- 
ter; second, that he was elected 


to his position as a legislator to 
jrepresent the people of Fulton 
\county—the vast majority of whom 


reside in Atlanta—and to act in 
accordance with the expressed will 
of the majority of his constituents. 

As to the proposed abolishment 
of the police board, Mr. Bentley said 
“the members of the police force 
do not want the police board abol- 
ished,” and “I think.the plan is 
wrong.” : 

But what the members of the 
police force want, or what Mr. 
Bentley thinks, is entirely beside 
the mark. | 

The members of the police de- 
partment, like Mr. Bentley, are 
servants of the people. 

The people have said, by vote 
of a substantial majority of those 
who participated in the ele way, 
that they want the board abol- 
ished, and that they do not “think 
the plan is wrong.” 

In a democracy the expressed 
will of the majority is final, and 
the mere expression of the people’s 
will should end all controversy. 

As to the proposed school board | 
legislation, Mr. Bentley said: “I will 
agree to increasing the board of 
education to one member from 
each ward; but it’s not right to 
legislate a person out of office in 
the midst of his term, and I in-

Goitre Versus Tuberculosis. 

A nurse writes: 

“.. . The patient was healthy in 

every way and had no symptoms or 

signs of tuberculosis, only her pulse 
averaged 108 to 120 per minute and 


| She was about 20 pounds underweight. 


The doctors could detect no physical 
signs of trouble in the lungs and 
X-ray pictures showed nothing wrong 
there. After many months she pre- 
sented indications of thyroid gland en- 
largement and the doctors now con- 
sider that she has had exophthalmic 
goitre from the very beginning, al- 
though her eyes appear all right. 
“Can such trouble develop as a 
complication of lung tuberculosis? 
What is the cause of exophthalmic 
goitre? Would X-ray treatment or 
diet be of much value in the treatment 
of such a case?” 

This is not the first case of exoph- 
thalmic goitre that has simulated 
lung tuberculosis in the earliest (in- 
cipient) stage, nor are these the most 
competent physicians who have been 
misled in the diagnosis of such a case. 
There are a considerable number of 
such cases which challenge the diag- 
nostic skill or judgment of the best 
of physicians—but fortunately for the 
patient it is a matter of small mo- 
ment, since the mode of treatment 
generally employed for exophthalmic 
goitre is the same as that which is 
inost helpful in incipient tuberculosis 
of the lung namely, rest in the open 
air, sensible diet, appropriate medica- 
tion (to meet the individual condi- 
tions), good general hygiene. 

‘The fact that a case of exophthal- 
mic goitre may so closely resemble be- 
ginning lung tuberculosis gives a hint 
of the cause of this type of goitre. 
The term “exophthalmic” refers to 
the prominent, bulging, wide, staring 


this type of goetre, although the cor- 
respondent mentions that this partic- 
ular patient’s ‘eyes appeared normal. 
Exophthalmic goitre is nevertheless a 
frequent condition even without ex- 
ophthalmos—and more _ interesting, 
too, than Hamlet without the melan- 
choly Dane. 
One of the important functions of 
the thyroid gland, which gland is af- 
fected in the various kinds of goitre, 
is the production of an internal secre- 
tion (some substance or ferment or 
element | spew off from the gland into 
the blood stream) which may be lik- 
ened to the ignition spark in the in- 
ternal —e. engine—the thyroid 
secretion seems ‘to regulate internal 
combustion in the human machine. 
Life is a combustion process. In many 
disease states due to bacterial i- 
fection. such as lung tuberculosis, the 
rate of\human combustion or metab- 
olism increased. This throws a 
greater burden on the function of the‘ 
thyroid, and consequently the thyroid 
overworks—and that is what doctors 
call hyper-thyroidism or exophthalmic 
goitre. 

Other conditions of life may over- 
tax the thyroid function and induce 
the same result.

But even this is note accurate. I 
take it that people. making the above 
statement refer to Sue Eberhardt; who 
was convicted of murdef, before. the 
Civil War, and actually hanged, at 
Preston, Ga. She was a white woman, 
and was convicted of conspiring with 
one Spann to killed Mrs. Spann, so 
that she might marry Spann. Spann 
killed his wife by choking. her to 
death.

“] cannot say wWhat someone re- 
ported to him,” said Mr. Sutton, “but 
i can give this statement of facts.

1 did not promise to 
vote for or against any group of 
people whatsvever. I went into my 
office absolutely untramunelled. 

“Sometime before the election one 
person came to me and discussed the 
Catholic situation. I told this per- 
eon that I was in nowise seeking any 
utice. IL was asked if I favored the 
Catholics. I replied that in relig- 
ion I am opposed to the tenets ot, 
the Catholic church, but that I did 
not believe that the question of re- 
ligion should enter into our public 
schools. : 

“I was asked the definite question 
if I would vote for or against the 
Catholics, and to this I replied that 
in every case the question of nominat- 
ing or retaining any teacher, depend- 
ed upon the individual merit of the 
case, and not upon religion. 

Belongs Only to Masons. 

“T do not belong to any secret or- 
ganization except the Masons. At 
one time I belonged to a fraternal 
insurance order called the Woodmen. 
I have not promised any person at 
any time to vote agaiust or ‘work 
against any religious sect. 

“T believe in our American prin- 
ciples and that no man or woman 
should be molested in his or her 
position on account of his or her re- 
ligion. 

“T regret exceedingly that any con- 
troversy has arisen over the ques- 
tion of religion in our public schools.”

ON CHILDREN ASKED 


A movement to make the present 
scnool commencement season mark a 
forward step in education is under 
way in Atlanta and many other cities 
in the country, according to announce- 
ment Wednesday of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

“Are they inspected regularly for 
defects and incipient illness? @ 

“Are there rules for the care and 
use of the eyes posted in the school 
buildings and taught in the school 
rooms? 

“Are school buildings properly 
ventilated, cleaned and repaired? 

‘Are there school nurses? 

“Is time allowed in each school 
day for training the children in the 
establishment of proper health hab- 
its? 

‘Is there a program of general 
health education which reaches ev- 
ery child in the elementary school? 


‘The answers to these questions 
will give light. on the problem of! 
whether or not we are sending our 
graduates into the business and indus- 
trial world physically as well as men- 
tally equipped to give a good account 
ot themselves.”’
